Snuff sniffers in the United States 
are found mostly in the South and 
among the Mennonites and Quak- 
ers of New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and New York. Texans, who do 
everything in a big way, use about 
3,000,000 pounds a year and most 
of this is in East Texas. It's chew- 
ing tobacco in the West where cow- 
boys prefer moister chewing be- 
cause of dust storms. 

The amount of snuff consumed in 
Texas alone is three times as much 
as is manufactured in Canada, 
where about a million pounds per 
year is turned out. Canadians, how- 
ever, use two types. One is dry, for 
sniffing, the other damp, for either 
sniffing or chewing.

SOAKING CORPORATIONS ON TAXES 


HURTS “LITTLE MAN” WORST 

Double jeopardy in the courts of law 
means a man can’t be tried twice for the 
same crime, But the same isn’t true in 
the field of taxation a recent report by 
the United States Steel Corporation re- 
veals. : 

“Findings of an extrordinary survey 
covering the incomes and Federal taxes 
of 280,000 individual U. S. Steel stock- 
holders disclose that double taxation 
claimed more than two-thirds (68 
cents) of the potential dividend dollars 
earned by U. S. Steel. This, the report 
stresses, is dealing a serious blow at in- 
centive to invest in private industry. 

“Investment in new tools of produc- 
tion is the only way that new self-sus- 
taining productive jobs can come into 
existence. The large-scale creation of 
such jobs is required if an expanding la- 
bor force is to be fully employed. 

“Tt cannot long be done without stock- 
holder participation and will not be done 
if the incentive for so doing is destroyed 
by taxation. 

“The report points out that U. S. 
ment of new jobs is for the Government 
to support the unemployed, It is signifi- 
cant that’ mounting public concern about 
unemployment and inflation has parallel- 
ed the mouting tax impairment of incen- 
tives to large-scale job creation. 

“Incentive-destroying taxation, the re- 
port says, is of a public interest that goes 


beyond that of any single company, its | 


stockholders and employes, 


The report points out that U.S. y 


Steel itself in 1953 paid 59 cents in Fed- 
eral taxes out of each dollar potentially 
earned for dividends. The remaining 41 
cents when paid out in dividends, was 
then subjected to an average personal 
income tax reduction of 21 per cent, 
equivalent to 9 cents, or a total tax of 
68 cents. Thus, by double taxation, the 
government claimed 68 cents of U. S. 
Steel’s potential dividend dollar. 

“Only 10 per cent of the stockholders 
had incomes greater than $25,0UU a year, 
while 56 percent of them had incomes of 
less than $5,000. The incomes of more 

.stockholders fell between $2,000 and 
$3,000 a year than into any other $1,000 
range, 

It was pointed out that 58 per cent of 
the stockholders had incomes less than 
$4,500 a year—the average annual rate of 
pay of U. S. Steel’s steelworkers in the 
latter part of 1952. This,.wage amount 
does not include the pay increase in June 
1953, averaging over $200, nor does it in- 
clude those employments costs borne by 
U. 8. Steel to provide pensions, insurance 
and other employe benefits, averaging 
$400. The 47 per cent of the stockholders 
whose incomes were more than $4,500 
brought the average income for all stock- 
holders to about $11,000. 

U. S. Steel stockholders whose an- 
nual incomes were less than $5,000 
each were determined by the survey to 
own 37 per cent of the stock. Dividends 
paid to them represented 8 per cent of 
their total income. Yet, stockholders 
earning more than $5 000 received only 
2 per cent of their total income from 
U.S. Steel dividends. In this respect the 
income taxes paid by U. S. Steel bear 
four times as heavily on its stockhold- 
ers of lesser incomes.”
